The wreck of the rear car was thrown bigh 

in the air, falling dack upon the engine. 

The terrible impact forced the forward 
sleeper into the rearend of the day coach 
just ahead. This coag) was filed with sleep- 
ing passengers, and the scene which ensued 
was one of almost infinite horror. The en- 
gine ploughed its dreadful way literally 
through the bodies of sleeping men and 
women. . Blood besmeared the iron and wood 

of the shattered oars, and in the darkness 
the awful screams of the injured and dying 
mingled with the hiss of the steam from the 
torn and twisted boller. 

The passengers in the rear train escaped 
with nothing more than a severe shaking up. 
Many of them dressed and hurried forward 
to assist in the work of rescuing the un- 
fortunates who were still pinioned in the 
wreck.

INJURED IN CHICAGO. 

OCnrcaco, III., Sept. 19.—St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital was besieged to-day by friends of those 
who were onthe wrecked Big Four train, 
while doctors and nurses were kept busy at- 
tending the injured.

FIVE WERE BURNED.

The latter was aroused by the 
smoke and rushed upstairs to awake the 
other occupants of the bDuildigg who were 
asleep inthe rooms above. The latter in- 
cluded the housekeeper, ber daughter and 
two girls who were employed as saleswomen 
inthe shop. The whole parties were caught 
inthe flames and perished, their horribly 
charred bodies being taken from the ruins 
this afternoon.

ALLEGE FRAUD | 


Simon, Ellman & Co.’s Creditors 
Make Some Serious Charges. 


Claims Made That the Defunct Con- 
cern Secreted Merchandise. 


ATTORNEYS SAY THEY HAVE LOCATED 
AND ATTACHED THE GOODS 


Shipments, They Aver, Were Made to 
Grand Island, Neb, Rochester, N. T., 
Oklahoma City, O. T., Las Vegas, N. 
M., Memphis, Tenn., and Other Places, 
and in Many Instances the Goods 
Were Returned to St. Lou's — The 
Firm’s Books, Check Stubs, Eitc., 
Missing. 


Since the fallure of Simon, Ellman & Co., 
about three weeks ago, the attorneys repre- 
senting their creditors allege that they have 
discovered some startling facts concerning 
the modus operandi of the defunctfirm. The 
firm, composed of Max Simon and Morris 
Eliman, did a large wholesale notion busi- 
ness at Vine and Third streets. The 
senior member of the firm is a 
brother of the well-known New York 
merchant, Charles Simon, and it is alleged 
that upon the strength of that connection 
the firm secured almost unlimited credit. 
They had been in business here about 
a year when, it is said, there were rumors to 
the effect that they were resorting to dis- 
reputable methods. Large consignments of 
goods were daily received by them, which, 
it is claimed were disposed of 
in a manner which puzzled persons ac. 
quainted with the business of the house. 
Then came their failure. Their creditors set 
about an investigation and found that 
the Mabilities of the firm aggregated $100,000 
to $160,000. The exact amount could not 
be ascertained, owing to the mysterious 
disappearance of the books, etc., of the con 
cern. At the Sheriff’s sale ofthe stock on 
hand $14,000 was realized. The question as 
to the manner in which the large 
quantities of stock they had E

the firm to make a thorough 
investigation. The attorneys for the vari- 
ous creditors were instructed to make every 
effort to run down the missing merchandise. 
In this, they say, they have succeeded ad- 
mirably. They allege that they have located 
and attached goods secreted in various parts 
ofthe country, and that they have woven 
about the firma net from which they cannot 
escape, it is claimed. 


ALLEGED FRAUD. 

Mr. John Boogher, the attorney, who rep- 
resents a large numberof the creditors, says 
that he has discovered undeniable. 
evidences of fraud on the part 
of Simon and Ellman. In an 


interview to-day he said: This is the bi- 
gest swindle of its kind ever perpetrated in 
St. Louls. Simon, with liman, came 
about a year ago. 
and, on the strength of is 
relationship to Charles Simon of New York, 
his firm secured a large credit. They dealt in 
notions, principally in such goods as are soid 
on bargain counters for from 10 to 25 
cents. When they had thoroughly 
established their credit they began 
to order large quantities of goods which, 
when they arrived in St. Louis, were im- 
mediately shipped to parties 
in the East and West. They were re- 
shipped two or three times, some 
of the consignments eventually being re- 
turned to this city.’’ 
How did you discover all this?“

humble necessaries of life. Street Commissioner 
Murphy claims, in an interview, that we are unable 
to take proper care of our wares. 

Mr. Murphy's jadgment of human nature must be 
very limited on that subject, Let your honor aad 
the public judge. 

Your honor, we are not conscripts; we are resi- 
dents and citizens of this municipality, someof us 
more an a century, Dut necessity 
has om pelled to ask your honor 
in the name of 
such legislation enacted 
as will tide ourselves and 
winter. 

Our ease is just. Your stré@tearein a filthy con- 
dition as everybody can see. Thereis not enough 
men employed in your sixty-four square miles of 
territory to keep three square miles clean and 
in proper condition. Your Honer, in the name of 
justice and as American eitizens, we are induced to 
the alternative of demanding and expecting aid 
from you or starving during the coming winter, and 
trusting in our humble aspirations as freemén your 
Honer will not disappoint us.

The President Urgent for a Deci- 
sion in the Senate. 


Voorhees Called Upon, Gives Notice of 
a Motion. 


SILVER MEN DEFIANTLY ASSERT THEIR 
RIGHT TO DELAY. 


The Indiana Senator Grows Indignant 
and Denounces His Crities—-Dubols of 
Idaho Talks tor the  Silverites 
—A Democratic House Caucus Or- 
dered to Bring Representatives to 
Taw. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Sept. 19.—The 4dmin- 
istration has at last determined to fores the 
fighting In the Senate upon the silver repeal 
dill, even at the risk of defeat. 
The conclusion has finally deen 
reached, and instructions in accordance 
therewith have been given to Mr. Voorhees, 
who, as Chairman of the Finance Committee, 
has the unconditional repeal bili in charge in 
the Senate. 

While there was, and still is, a majority of 
the Senate in favor of the unconditional re- 
peal bill, Mr. Voorhees hesitates to risk an 
effort to reach a vote upon some other propo- 
sition, such as a continuous session or a form 
of cloture. The plan favored by the Adminis- 
tration is to advance a motion for a continu- 
ous session, if necessary. Even should this 
motion be defeated by the aid of votes of 
Senators who favor unconditional repeal, 
it is the oplaion of the Administration 
that such a defeat would de prefer- 
able tothe present uncertainty and the in- 
definite continuance of a debate to which 
there is no visibleend. If, by forcing this 
test the Administration should discover that 
the silver minority in the Senate hold the 
whip hand, it would then be time to consider 
upon what terms a compromise might be 
reached under which the silver men would 
consent to allow a vote. But not until affairs 
assume such a position as to make it clear 
that the Administration is balked, will Mr. 
Cleveland consent to or consider the sugges- 
tion of a compromise. 

The silver Senators do not seem to fear this 
policy, because they claim that public 
opinion is turning more and more against 
the demonetization of silver without some 
binding promise that the Administration will 
give its approval to other legsilation recog- 
niging silver as money. 

This morning Mr. Voorhees, leader of the 
repeal forces, after a sensational denuncia- 
tion of the New York bankers and a defiance 
to the press, that has been criticising his ac- 
tions and questioning his motives, demanded 
that the minority Senators name a date fora 
final vote; and Mr. Dubois of Idaho met the 
demand bya positive declaration that the 
anti-repeal men would oppose the passage of 
the repeal bill by availing themselves of 
every advantage afforded them under the 
rules of the Senate. 

Voorhees retaliated by giving notice that he 
would to-morrow move for longer and more 
nearly continuous sessions. 

The time, he said, would not be misspent 
in instructing the public mind in regard to 
organization of the Senate. In doing this he 
addressed himself to the great body of 
intelligent public opinion as well 
asin some quarters to a dense and opaque 
decree of ignorance, an ignorance in some 
respect innocent and in other malicious. He 
then reviewed the history of the rules of the 
Senate from its creation, showing that 
for seventeen years from 1789 the Senate had 
amongst its rules the provision of the pre- 
vious question. It was tried fully and in 
1806, When Thomas Jefferson was President, 
it was deliberately abandoned and never 
claimed or admitted from that hour to the 
present. 

Jam now arraigned,’’ said Mr. Voorhees, 
**before public opinion for not terminating 
this debate. As well mignt I be arraigned 
for not terminating the tide of the ocean or 
of the northwest winds. In abandoning the 
cloture rule for its government this great 
body was placed upon the sense of propriety, 
patriotism, deference to public sentiment, 
the public interest of each Senator, and the 
body itself, with an assurance in the minds 
of those then in the Senate that no Senator 
would be found to abuse the patience of this 
body or to outrage the public busi- 
ness or public interest. For eighty-seven 
years this. body has been a law sufficient 
unto itself. It has never been found want- 
ing in pea ce or in war, so that the criticisms 
ofa certain class will fall as harmless upon 
this body as they fall upon me, 

go far as concerns personal criticism of 
myself, I may as well embrace this moment 
as another to say they are met with absolute 
and stern defance. I have served the people 
of Indiana many years, and I have had no 
explanations required when I have gone 
home to them; and 1 treat with scorn and 
immeasurable contempt suggestions coming 
from New York bankers or anywhere else as 
tothe motives which govern mo. 

The majority members of the Ways and 
Means Committee have not yet decided upon 
a time for Deginning the work of formalating 
the bill to replace the present McKinley law. 
Friday next will be the first regular meeting 
day ofthe committee, after the hearings 
have ceased, but itis hardy probabie that 
the members willwant to rush right 
into that part of the work after nearly three 
weeksg continuous sessions. Besides alli the 
testimony submitted by those who have ap- 
peared before the committee is not yet 
printed and the members will probably de- 
sire to stuay the statements made to them 
before entering upon the preparation of 
their bill. The probabilities are, therefore, 
that nothing will be done on the details of 
the bil! before next week. Itis the expecta-

No Positive Information of the Capital’s 
Fall Into the Hands of the Insurgents 
—Mellos Said to Have Silenced Every 
Fort But One~—Meager News of the 
War. 


WashINGTON, D. O., Sept. 19.—The State 
Department is in receipt of no authentic 
news of the fall ot Rio de Janeiro into the 
hands of the insurgents. } 

All direct telegraphic and mailicommunica- 
tion with Rio is cut of, and the only means 
of learning what is transpiring in the dis- 
tracted country is through the arrival jof 
ships from Brasillan ports at Montevideo, 
the Uruguayan capital, from which city the 
news is telegraphed abroad. 

Steamers arriving at Montevideo from Rio 
bring news of the fall of every fort in the bay 
in frontofthe city except one, Santa Cruz. 
It is stated also by the steamers’ officers that 
several ships of the rebel admiral’s fieet 
have steamed out of the bay and gone to 
Santos, with the purpose of blockading that 
important port. 

The sailing of those ships outof Rio bay 
would indicate that Fort Santa Cruz, whose 
guns bear on the narrow exit from the bay to 
the sea, even if still loyal to Peixoto, is no 
longer a formidable barrier to the move- 
ments of the tneurgent squadron. 

An incident furnishing a fair measure of 
the extent of the revolt in the Brazilian navy 
is shown by the condition of the crulser 
Tiradente, now at Montevideo. She is one of 
the best vessels of Brazil’s fleet. She now lies 
at Montevideo, with her machinery disabied. 


This was done by order of the Bragiiian Min- 
ister to Uruguay to prevent her officers and 
crew from turning the crulser over to the 
rebels.

concerned. The coffee exports from Brazil 
for the year ending June 30, 1891, were 2,300,- 
000 bags; for the next tw elve months, 8. 

000, and for the year ending with the 80th or 
last June, 2,942,000. 

A prominent coffee merchant of this city 
says that‘*‘American interests have increased 
in Brazil considerably in the last three or 
four years, and several American houses 
have been started there sinee that time. We 
opened houses three years ago in Santos and 
one yearago in Rio, and are now doing a 
large business with Europe as well as with 
the United States. Our tmports have in- 
creased from almost nothing three years ago 
co about 300,000 bagsayear. European firms 
formerly doing a large business in the United 
States have lost consideratie, which has 
been taken from them by American houses.“ 

Several firms in Baltimore do business with 
Brazil. They club together and run the 
White Wings and other schooners, shipping 
flour and ' ringing back coffee. 

Another merchant who has a large trade 
with Rio says that Americans have acquired 
no property interests in Rio, with the excep- 
tion of the cemetery lots agents of New York 
houses have bought at Rio for the burial of 
clerks who die with yellow fever.

Misstssippl avenue, 
DO NOTHING FOLICY. 


Being Fursued by the School Board in 
Reg-+rd to Overcrowded Schools. 


The school officials have plenty of explana- 
tions to account forthe overcrowded condl- 
tion of the public schools just now. 
They can dell just how it hap- 
pened and why it happened. 
As to relief measures they are some- 


what at sea and fall back upon the old, old 
plea that things have been done so for years 
and the same <diMiculties have always ex- 
isted and are therefore to be cons! lered as 
legit: mate obstructions to the proper conduct 
of the schools, 

An unwelidy class of sixty-five or seventy 
pupils in the lower grades where the ch 
dren are just learning to think and are in 
need of constant attention, is offset on the 
upper floofs and higher grade by a class of 
ten or twelve pupils which occuplesthe en- 
tire time of one teacher just as does the class 

of sixty-five on the lower floor. 

In some of the upper rooms there are plenty 
of vacant seals and desks which are very 
ra'ely used, while on the lower floors and in 
the lower grades the pupils have to double 
up and sit twoona seat which is meant for 
only one. Just why a balance cannot de 
struck apd this inequality adjusted is ex- 
plained by the statement that each pupil 
must be seated and classed according to his 
gra le and rank in his studies.

When the 
Board of Control ceases to be a mere Board of 
Directors of threeor four race tracks the 
public will support it and its rulings will be 
backed up by public sentiment. Mr. Bel- 
mont does not own any race track; he starts 
bis horses when they are fit; he does not 
enter his own horse unfit, so as to secure 
better odds against another horse in the same 
race; he does not have conditions of races 
framed so that bis horse cannot possibly lose 
if he is dt, and then keep the public guessing 
asto whether his horseis really ‘‘meant;’’ 
he is not in racing for money, but for pleas- 
ure and for the love of God's noblest animal, 
and altogether he isa fine example to some 
people, who might study his methods with 
profit to themselves and to the public. 

The very frst act of the new board ought 
to be to make the running of horses when 
they are unfit af offense punishable by ruling 
of. Ofcourse the poll-parrot cry would go 
up that trainers could not tell when a horse 
was at; that owners were often deceived

THE CAPITOL CELL BRATION. 


The centennial anniversary of the laying 
ote the corner-stone of the Capitol at 
Washington terminates a hundred years 
of the most remarkable political develop- 
ment the world ever saw in so short a 
time. 

In the Capitol whose corner-stone was 
laid by Washington 100 years ago have 
been taught those lessons which, as 
John Bright once said, have been of more 
worth to humanity than all the other 
lessons learned in the world during the 
same time. Political wisdom seems to 
have reached its climax in the line 
of noble characters stretching from 
Washington and Marshall to Lincoln 
and Chase, characters which cannot be 
surpassed for practical political sense, 
lofty patriotism and devotion to the pub- 
lic welfare. They have worked out a dif- 
ficult problem, which in #793 was thought 
by many to be insoluble. They have 
demonstrated that the Democracy was not 
a volatile monster, but staid, self-con- 
tained and intelligent, equal to all the 
difficulties and dangers encountered 
during its hundred years of life. 

In the debates of Senate and House and 
the judicial decisions of the Supreme Court 
will be found a register of the political 
ideas of America accurately marking the 
progress of thought and the development 
and practical working of the great experi- 
ment. The Capitol at Washington is a 
storehouse of wisdom whose riches may be 
studied with profit by peoples of every 
land who are struggling towards self-mas- 
terv and the freedom which always attends 
a conquest over self. 


CHURCH AND STATE. 

An article in the Post-DIsPpAtcH the 
other day approving Gladstone’s church 
disestablishment programme, both with 
reference to the Presbyterian Kirk of Scot- 
land and the Episcopalian Church of En- 
gland, was not an attack upon either in 
so far as it is merely a religious organiza- 
tion supported by the voluntary contribu- 
tions of its members. 

But Dr. P. G. Robert.is such an ardent 
anti-Gladstonian and so eager a defender 
of the English Church establishment that 
he even denounces the disestablishment 
and compensated disendowment of that 
church in Ireland as an act of robbery, and 
captiously insists that the opposite view 
is an attack upon ‘‘a religious body with 
which thousandsin this land are identi- 
fied spiritually.’’ We are truly glad that 
these thousands of our fellow citizens 
have no such establishment to defend in 
this country as that which such a distin- 
guished member and defender of the Epis- 
copal Church as Mr. Gladstone attacked, 
disestablished and disendowed in Ireland. 

With reference to Dr. Robert's ques- 
taons, they are, as a whole, uncalled for 
by anything in the context of the article 
to which he takes exception. The iden- 
tity of the church estalishment in Wales 
and England was distinctiv stated in the 
body of the article. We know that mem- 


bers of the Established Church no longer, 


have the exclusive right to sit in the 
House of Commonsand make laws for the 
realm, though its Lords spiritual still 
occupy seats in the House of Lords by 
virtue of their ecclesiastical offices. We 
know that the exclusive right to perform 
the marriage ceremony, and some other 
legal prerogatives of the established 
church as one of the estates of the realm, 
have been taken away. But we know 
also that the tithe rent charge which is 
collected by law to the amount of §21,- 
000,000 a year for the support of the 
State church from a population nearly halt 
of whom belong to dissenting churches, is a 
kind of State support which should never 
be tolerated in any land of religious free- 
dom and equality 

The old quibble that church property 
and the right to collect church rates, 
tithes and rent charges were acquired by 
gift and held jure divino, the State only 
recognizing and protecting them, did not 
prevent Catholic England from ‘‘rdbbing’’ 
monasteries and Catholic churches of_vast 
properties, when those estates became 
large enough to menace the public wel- 
fare. They were taken without compen- 
sation. 

No such robbery was inflicted on the 
Episcopal Chugch in Ireland, and no such 
robbery is proposed by Mr. Gladstone 
with reference to the established church 
in Wales, where the dissenting majority 
have opposed riotous resistance to the col- 
lection of tithes, or in England or Scot- 
land. Hie proposal, as we understand it,

mitted to hold in mortmain is purely 4

“WECESSITY AND MERCY.” 


We feel sorry for the Rev. Dr. J. H. 
Gauss, who laid down the law on the sub- 
ject of Sunday trains, maile and news- 
papers at yesterday’s meeting of Pres- 
byterian ministers. He declared that, in 
accordance with the general rule limiting 
Sunday activity to works of necessity and 
mercy, no trains should be run, no mails 
transmitted and no newspapers published 
on Sunday. The only exception the good 
doctor made was the transmission of fruit 
and other perishable goods, for which the 
necessary trains should be run. 

Dr. Gauss speaks from the standpoint of 
a man whose theology has not progressed 
beyond the opening of the new dispensa- 
tion, and whose knowledge of newspaper 
necessities has been gathered from the pe- 
rusal of religious periodicals and morning 
dailies. Thus he has acquired a blind re- 
gard for ancient forms and a fatal taste for 
stale news. If he had been a constant 
reader of the daily and Sunpay PostT- 
DisPATCH he would know that nothing is 
more perishable than news and would have 
recognized that news published the day 
after it occurs is as stale and unprofitable 
as spoiled fruit or eggs. 

The doctor’s pitiable benightedness in 
the matter of newspapers has kept him 
from seeing that the bright and progres- 
sive Sunday newspaper is a necessity to 
the man who keeps up with the Nine- 
teenth Century procession—a necessity 
for enlightenment, culture and prog- 
ress. Ithas also kept him from knowing 
that the publication of a Sunday newspa- 
per of this kind is an act of mercy. It 
saves some people from the sad fate of hav- 
ing to get all their mental nourishment on 
Sunday from sermons in which there is 
not a thought of a later date than the 
year 1. 
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A REPUBLICAN DEAL. 


Of all the desperate attempts of Repub- 
lican organs to unload the sins of the Har- 
rison Administration upon its Democratic 
successor the effort to the Cleveland 
Administration 8 the so- 
called Choctaw ‘‘grab’’ is the worst and 
most impudent. 

Mr. Cleveland and his subordinates have 
done nothing more in this matter than ex- 
ecute a law passed and pay money appro- 
priated by a Republican Congress, under 
the Harrison Administration. The entire 
deal with the Choctaws and Chickasaws 
was engineered by the Harrison Adminis- 
tration, and the transaction which Mr. 
Cleveland has carried out was twice ap- 
proved by overwhelming votes of Congress 
during Mr. Harrison’s Presidency. 

It was through the egregious blunder of 
Secretary Noble in holding the untenable 
position that the Choctaws and Chicka- 
saws had no title to their lands—a position 
twice condemned by Congress as involving 
both a blunder and a great wrong—that the 
Salmon syndicate was enaoled to get an 
enormous slice of the money paid for the 
lands. The despair of the Choctaws when 
informed by the Harrison commissioners, 
according to Noble’s opinion and instruc- 
tions, that they had no title to the lands 
and that the United States would seize 
them for settlement made the Indians easy 
victims to the syndicate offering to assume 
the expense and risk of pushing their 
claim to success in return for a third of all 
purchase moneys realized from the sale. 
Under the circumstances the Indians 
would probably have yielded half the 
prospective sum to get the other half. 

The purchase was made under Harrison 
andapproved by a Congress Republican 
in both branches. The appropriation was 
made by a Republican Congress and the 
lands were opened to settlers and sold at 
an advance over the purchase price, net- 
ting the Government a handsome profit. 
Although the transaction Was approved 
agein by an overwhelming vote of Con* 
gress Harrison and Noble stubbornly nul- 
lified the law and left it to Mr. Cleveland 
to pay over the money which clearly be- 
longed to the Indians under the sale and 
acts of Congress. 

If there was any corruption in the deal, 
any victimizing of the Indians and any 
bribery of Congressmen, the respon- 
sibility for it rests with the Harrison, not 
the Cleveland Administration, and the 
Republican, not the Democratic Congress. 
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Tan Democratic party will be at a disad - 
vantage at the Congressional election next 
year unless the Sherman silver law is well 
out of the way and some constructive 
legislation under consideration looking 
to an honest and practicable bimetallism. 
The longer the repeat is postponed the 
later will “this constructive work be 
started. It is therefore of the greatest 
consequence, tactically speaking, that a 
vote be had as early as possible, and any 
diversion—like the federal election repeal 
bill—will only complicate the situation 
and give the Republicans great advant- 
age, which they will use tothe utmost.

Do you not know that the four 
dloceses of Wales are as mucha part of the 
Province of Canterbury as the Principality 
of Wales is a part of the Kingdom of En- 
gland? 

Please instruct us also since when has the 
State of England been ‘‘supporting’’ the 
‘hurch of England? lam trying to get my 
parish in this city endowed. If I should suc- 
ceed, and one or dozen a godly men should 
give me the money to do so, and that money 
should be invested and produce an income. 
would that makethe State of Missouri the 
**supporter’’ or the parish of the Holy (om 
munton? I would like to know aon't you 
know ;’’ for if the State of Missouri can rob 
us as Gladstone has done the Church of Ire- 
land, and now proposes to rob the Church of 
England, asthe State of England has been 
doing for several centuries, it would not be 
worth our wulle to continue our efforts in 
this line any longer. The State of England 
does not give one penny to the support of 
the Church of Englan 


d; and no paper of the 
power and standing of the Post-UVISPATCH 
should make so unhistorical a statement. 

Again you say:— 

It is to Observers from the outside a scandalous 
condition. Besides,it isa costly luxary which bears 
hardly upon the taxpayers who like to attend some 
other than the estabiished Church. They are forced 
to support the clergy of the establishment whether 
they like it or mot, and, naturaliy, as it would seem, 
protest against it on the ground that the Govern- 
ment should support ail denominations or none, 

Are we to understand that you really be- 
lieve that the clergy of the Vhurch of England 
are supported by the ‘‘taxpayers’’ and that 
they have thistodo ‘‘whether they like it or 
not’’ at the same time that they have to sup- 
port the preachers of their own denomina- 
tion? Since when? If I should leave my 
heirs a thousand acres of land, but with the 
charge upon it that one-tenth of the prod- 
ucts of the land should be paid tothe writer 
of this remarkable editorial and to his heirs 
forever, would you say that this tenth had to 
be paid by the ‘‘taxpayers of Missourt, 
whether they lige itor not?’’

You have attacked and misrepresented a 
religious body with whieh thousan is in this 
land are identified spiritually, and I respect- 
fully suggest that the next time the Posr- 
DisPATCA undertakes to treat of the Anglican 
Church it revise its historical studles.

CANDLE WAX FROM INSECTS. 


An Illuminant uen Used by 
Chinese. 


A rush wick in a saucer of oll furnishes the 
common artificial light of the Chinese; but in 
all cases where a lantern has to be illa- 
minated, ora light transported, or a votive 
offering made toa shrine, a candle becomes 
desirable. Animal tallow is very little 
used in Ssucha’uan, but an ex- 
cellent substitute is obtained from 
the seeds of the Chuan -tzu and the Ch’! shu, 
two indigenous trees. ‘The former isthe well 
known tallow tree (Stillingia sebifera), the 
seeds of which are boiled and the tallow, 
tioating on the surface, is skimmedof. The 
seeds of the Ch’1 su, or lacquer tree, yleld a 
substance which resembles beeswax in ap- 
pearance, andis freely used to adultera 
that product. 

The detect of these vegetable tallows is 
that they melt at too low a temperature. 
Stillingia tallow beains to run at about 95 de- 
grees F., and lacquer wax at some nine or 
ten degrees higher, and it becomes requisite 
to procure a harder wax with which to coat 
candles made from them. For this purpose 
the famous insect wax, or white wax of 5su- 
ch’uan, which melts at about 160 degrees, is 
employed; an article which has hitherto been 
the chief source of wealth to the population 
— — —— ting plain and the remote valley

Colorado May Abendon Chicago for St. 
Lou sos ea Market. 

Mr. Olney Newall of Denver contributes to 
the Denver Mining News a most forcible 
paper, suggesting that the time has come 
when Colorado trade can be profitably trans- 
ferred from Chicago to St. Louis, and that in 
view ofthe friendly relations existing be- 
tween St. Louis and Colorado and the 
usurious attitude of Chicago and the East 
toward the West and Northwest, the time 


has also come when the change ought to be 
made. He suggests that the convention 
which is to be held here next month should 
begin the establisiiment of the new trade re- 
lations. Mr. Newall's paper is as follows: 


A spirit of anrest pervades not only the United 
States but all the countries of the worid. It bas en- 
tered everywhere, into relici:n, politics and com- 
merce. kverybody realizes that the times are out of 
joint and that we are uedergoing a revelation; 
peaceful it may bo, Buta revolution nevertheless, 
and out of it must come many radical chances. Un- 
jess all signs fall one of these a d ove of the most 
Important will be that which wlll change the com- 
mercial eeography of our country. A giance at the 
map of the nited States shows that Denver is 
located very near the ceaterofthe territory lying 
west of the Mississ! ppl iver. What New York was 
to the country east of the Alleghenies seventy-five 
years ago Denver now is to an immense territory 
surrounding her. But Denver wust yet, perhaps 
for many years, lean upon oa sis er city, located at 
tide- water or enjoying the advantave ofa aavigabie 
water ontiet to the sea.
